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Sir: 

In response to the Office Action mailed May 8, 2006, Applicants provisionally 
elect Invention Group A, Species Group I, Subspecies Group 1 — as depicted in Figs. 1-2B 
— for prosecution in this application. Applicants reserve the right to file divisional 
applications to protect all other Invention, Species, and Subspecies groups. Applicants 
provisionally elect Species Group I and Subspecies Group 1 with the understanding that the 
claims shall be restricted to this species and subspecies only if no claim that is generic to 
Species Groups I-IV or Subspecies Groups 1 -2 is finally held to be allowable. Applicants 
believe that pending claims 1-13 are readable on the elected Species and Subspecies. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the subspecies restriction to the extent that 
Applicants' provisionally-elected Subspecies Group 1 is directed to a partitioned container, 
while Subspecies Group 2 (Figs. 3 A and 3B) is also directed to a partitioned container. Thus, 
because Applicants believe that the classifications of the inventions in Subspecies Groups 1 
and 2 are the same, and the field of search will be the same, Applicants believe that dividing 
among these figures is improper. See MPEP § 808.02. As such, Applicants believe that 
Subspecies Groups 1 and 2 should both be prosecuted in the present application. 
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A listing of the provisionally-elected claims is presented in Appendix A, 

attached.
